STOURS AND I!(l\l}ﬂ

Share Speculation Opened Firm and Was
Strong Early.

NEW YORK, July 13.—The share specula-
tion opened firm and was strong durlng the
morning and early afternoon. The market
began to be unsettled scon after midday,
and n small part of the list sagged off, sub-
sequently rallving, with a slight reaction
after dellvery hour. The flnal  dealings
were, however, In good tone, and the market
closed elrong, prices showing a very general
advance from % to 2 per cent, It was
pretty nearly .1krn for grianted at the open-
ing of busincsa that the collapse of the
strike was near ut hand, and when the an-
nouncemoent reaclied the street that Presi-
dent Debs had offleinlly declared the strike
oft the news merely served to hurry the
shorts to eover more quickly. The usual dis-
oounting  process  had been done by the
street, but the buying became more confl-
dent, and holders of stock were less anxious
to part with thelr securities except at ad-
vances, and In this way the actual ending
of the strike helped prlees to reach a higher
level.

Sugar advanced 17§ per cent to 99%. In
the later dealing the stock moved back to
0855, closing al a recovery of & per cent and
174 per cent higher on the day.

In the afternpon Washington ndvices were
recelved stating that the conferees of the
house on the tariff bill favored decreasing
the spirits tax from $L10 to $1 and the
bonded perlod,  The Whisky people have
been basing thelr ealculations on the senate
bill going through, &0 far as regards the
spirit tax. There was a rush to sell on the
unfavornble news, and a deécline of 20, per
cent from the high figure of the morning
was quickly effected, with a flnul recovery
of 3 per cent, making the loss from yes-
torday's closing 1% per cent. The bond
market was falrly active and generally
firm.

Tha Evening Post says: A qulet buying
movement, nelther large In volume nor sen-
sational In methods, carrled prices steadily
up today, It was chlefly made up, no doubt,
from disappoluted speculators for the de-
cline,

The Post's London ecable says: The stock
markets are Improving, particularly for
Americans, which cloged at the best. South
American stocks were also better. No lmn-
provement or general sharp rise is antici-
pated, but Americans have, it is thought
here, probably seen thelr worst prices, and a
steady advance In them will affect all the
markets, Silver was extremely wenk today.
Indin ecannot buy. China only buys, and
very Httle.
